Trenton, ti. J.. Jan. 16.—President­ 
e le c t Wilson favors 
abolishm ent

Thus

known today when he sent a -letter to 
William C orcoran Eustis, a t W ash­ 
ington, chairm an of the Inauguration 
committee, asking him to consider the 
feasibility of om itting it. *Mr. Wilson’s 
letter says in p art; 
‘‘’My Dear Mr. Eustis: After taking 
counsel with a groat many persons 
and assessing, a s well as 
I 
could, 
general opinion in the m atter, I have 
come to the conclusion that it is my 
duty to ask you to consider the feas­ 
ibility of omitting the inaugural ball 
altogether. 
“ I do this with a great deal of hesi­ 
tation. because I don't -wish to inter­ 
fere with settled practices or with 
reasonable expectations of those who 
usually go to enjoy the inauguration.” 
The letter continues 
that he 
op­ 
poses the bail because of the large in­ 
direct expense upon the government 
incidental ito it, and because these 
balls have ceased lo be necessary to 
the enjoyment of the visitors in Wash 
ington for the inauguration. 
Among several conferences held by 
Governor Wilson today was one with 
Senator-Elect ‘Broussard

ana, who had been invited by the gov­
